Executive  Order  13423  "Strengthening  Federal  Environmental  Energy,  and  Transportation  Management",  signed 
by  President  Bush  on  January  24,  2007.  The  order  sets  goals  in  the  areas  of  energy  efficiency,  acquisition, 
renewable  energy,  toxics  reductions,  recycling,  renewable  energy,  sustainable  buildings,  electronics  stewardship, 
fleets,  and  water  conservation.  In  addition  the  order  requires  more  widespread  use  of  Environmental  Management 
Systems  as  the  framework  in  which  to  manage  and  continually  improve  these  sustainable  practices. 

4  Executive  Order  13514 

Federal  Leadership  in  Environmental,  Energy,  and  Economic:  Performance 

5  October  2009 

This  EO  sets  sustainability  goals  for  Federal  agencies  and  focuses  on  making  improvements  in  their 
environmental,  energy  and  economic  performance.  The  Executive  Order  requires  Federal  agencies  to  set  a  2020 
greenhouse  gas  emissions  reduction  target  within  90  days;  increase  energy  efficiency;  reduce  fleet  petroleum 
consumption;  conserve  water;  reduce  waste;  support  sustainable  communities;  and  leverage  Federal  purchasing 
power  to  promote  environ  mentally- responsible  products  and  technologies.

13423. 

EG  13423  further  supports  the  use  of  EMS  by  encouraging  the  heads  of  aget^ies  to  establish  within  the 
agency  programs  for  the  following  ISO  14001  components: 

•  environmental  management  training, 

•  environmental  compliance  review  and  audit,  and 

•  leadership  awards  to  recognize  outstanding  environmental,  energy,  or  transportation  management 
performance  in  the  agency. 

The  EO  is  further  supplemented  by  implementing  instructions  in  which  Section  II  provides  details  on  how 
EMSs  are  to  be  developed  and  what  a  declaration  of  conformance  involves.  To  clear  up  any  potential 
confusion,  the  Clarification  of  Conformance  Requirements  in  Instructions  to  Executive  Order  13423  was 
issued  IS  January  2008. 

EO  13514,  Federal  Leadership  in  Environmental ,  Energy ,  and  Economic  Performance ,  dated  S  October  2009 
reaffirmed  a  commitment  to  EMS  by  requiring  agencies  to  sustain  environmental  management  by  (EG  13S24,
